840 o'clock on Friday morning when
she wis relloved from her sufforings by
death, As soon as the mlshap took
plnce medieal ald was summoned and
thelr wounds were dressed_and every-
thing was done for them that could be
done but the spark of life went out,

ghildren with thelr burned and dis
figured facos.  Short funersl services
wore conducted by JRev.

The remains were
placed In two white hearses and fol-
lowed by a large crowd to Prospect
cometery where they were Inld at rest
gide by side In a wide grave.
